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PROPHETS AN D ‘REVELATION ARE STILL NEEDED. 
WHILE conversing recently with a Baptist preacher, on the divine mission of 
Joseph Smith, the gentleman remarked with great earnestness: “Tf the 
Lord has in our day given a new revelation to the world through a prophet, 
it isa most glorious and important event, and I would be glad to know it.” 
We congratulated him on the clearness with which he seemed to comprehend 
the importance and benefit of immediate revelation, and it has always been a 
matter of surprise to us that the world generally, and especially that ‘portion 
of it who appear to be honestly endeavoring to learn and do God's will, do 
not view this important matter in the same light as our Baptist friend. But 


it generally happens that no sooner do we testify that God has spoken in this 


day and revealed His mind and will to a prophet, as He has done on many 
previous occasions in the world's history, than the suhject is ridiculed and 
dismissed as not worthy of thought or serious consideration. Now we promise 
every man and woman to whom these words come, and who have heard the 
testimony of the servants of God in relation to the fact of immediate revela- 
tion from the heavens to the earth in this day and generation in which we are 
living, and who dismiss the subject in the summary way of which we have 
spoken, that the time will come when they will marvel at their own folly and 
thoughtlessness in not, at least, investigating such an interesting and i ‘impor- 
tant matter, when it was brought so directly to their notice. 

Let any unprejudiced and reasonable person reflect for a moment upon the 
spirit either of apathy or unreasoning opposition which meets the testimony 
of the Latter-day Saints that the channels of revelation are again opened 
between the heavens and the earth, and that prophets have once more ‘been 

authorized to come and speak to the world in the name and by the authority 
of our Heavenly Father; then let such a person reflect upon the consequences 
that would have followed such a spirit influencing mankind in any former 
age of the world when God authorized and sent prophets to declare His will 
to the nations, and he will see at a glance that the spirit and influence which 
now ridicule and reject the Latter-day Saints would have been equally — 
decisive in rejecting the claim of every prophet who has been raised up from 
the beginning, including the Son of God Himself. And curiously enough 
when we examine the sacred writings which give a brief — of some of 
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those ‘prophets, we find that this was exactly the spirit which the world 
generally manifested towards the servants and prophets ef God in all ages. 
Should not this be sufficient reason for people to be a little more careful in 
rejecting, without the slightest investigation, the claim that Joseph Smith is a 
true prophet, or in manifesting a predisposition to condemn such a claim any- 
way which many others manifest ‘who: do e n to — a little 
attention to these things? 

Our Baptist friend had no difficulty i in eine chat it wei be a vy great 
blessing indeed if mankind could have the privilege of being taucht of the 
Lord through His authorized and inspired servants and prophets. He saw 
clearly enough the ad vantage and blessing of having a man who could decide 
with “Thus saith the Lord” in relation to principles and doctrines about 
which the religious world are so hopelessly divided, and are continually 
becoming more so as the ‘years and ages roll by. How infinitely better it 
would be to have the Lord's mind directly through His servants in relation 
to a disputed point of doctriné, than the opinions of all the learned theologians 
of the age. ‘The learning of men 
God is incomparably better, 

We know it is ‘argued that we nb weed of mene revelatiod? from 
the heavens, that we have the Bible and the preachers and the learned 
divines of the day and that these are all sufficient for our spiritual guidance. 
But we say they are not, and for proof point to the divided and conflicting 
religious sects and parties of the day. What a picture of dispute and division 
and uncertainty they present! Men, with their learning and wisdom, have 
striven for centuries to find and teach the way to heaven without the light 
of immediate revelation, and have become more and more disunited and con- 
fused in their doctrines and opinions, until religious systems devised by men 
can be counted by the hundreds. We claim that the world never needed 
prophets, and apostles and other inspired men to lead and guide them in 
religious matters more than they do to-day, for they were never more hope- 
lessly divided and lost in the fog of theological dispute and contention. 

Now let us throw a little scriptural light upon this matter. Paul, in the 
fourth chapter of Ephesians, says concerning Jesus: “ When he ascended up 
on high, he led captivity captive, and gave gifts unto men. And he gave 
some, apostles; and some, prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers; For the perfecting of the saints, for the work of the ministry, 
for the ‘edifying of the body of Christ: Till we are come in the unity of the 
faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect: man, unto the 
measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ: That we henceforth be no 
more tossed to about with wind of 
doctrine.” 7 

_ What foo of light i thrown upon this by thin passage of Serip- 
ture! Prophets, apostles and other inspired teachers were placed in the 
Church until the Saints should all come in the unity of the faith. This is 
their mission and their calling. But modern Christendom says they are done 
away with and are no longer needed. True it is that through the apostasy 
of the churches from pure and undefiled Christian doctrines and ordinances, 
they have been done away for: many hundreds of years, but the: present 
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condition of the religious world disproves the assertion that they are no longer 
needed. Will any one pretend to say that professing Christians, have all 
come to a unity of the faith! Alas! they are getting further from it all the 
time. Then prophets, apostles, etc., their aiff of 
from the heavens are still needed. 7 

Me might illustrate this matters, little. as it reals: is, that 
policemen are needed to keep the peace, and that they will be needed for 
that purpose until society reaches a degree of perfection when all its members 
will keep the peace themselves, Now suppose all policemen were dismissed 
to-day, we can imagine what the state of society would be in a short time.

Wells received the sad news of the death of his wife, Louisa, at her residence 


in Salt Lake City. The news was not entirely unexpected, yet it was one of 
those events for which we are never fully prepared, and which, come when 


they will, fill for a season the bearts of surviving loved ones with almost 


inconsolable grief. It not being within the scope of this article . . nee 
her biography, we are constrained to allude but briefly thereto.

By suggestion of the First Presidency, Sister Wells, ‘aconmnpanied by. * 
son, Melvin D., joined her husband in Liverpool in March, 1885, and during 
her stay in this country, which lasted until October 24th of the same year, 
she labored with all the devotion of a missionary, which indeed she considered 
herself to be, in comforting and encouraging and assisting all who came 
within the reach of her genial influence. There was not a particle of selfish- 
ness in Aunt. Lonisa’s nature; her whole care and thought.seemed to be to 
increase the comfort and happiness of others. She was a whole souled and 
devoted Latter-day Saint and took great interest in the labors of the mission- 
aries, and she did everything in her power to help and encourage them. We 
shall never forget the earnestness and courage she manifested on several 
occasions in accompanying the brethren when they went to the parks, and 
streets to hold out-door meetings, and her. kindly but firm and. noble bearing 
as she stood by her brethren and faced ‘the ridicule and abuse which would 
sometimes be heaped upon them, is a pleasant memory that will remain with 
us through life. While in this country she had a severe affliction in the 
death of her mother, but she never murmured, and said but little concerning 
it, although we could see it affected her greatly. The climate of this country 
did not agree with her, and her constitution, which was delicate when she 
came, gradually but surely gave way, and on President ‘Wells’ return from a 
trip to continental Europe last October, he was so uneasy at the change a 
month’s time had made in her appearance that he counseled her immediate 
return home. Sister Wells, again accompanied by her son Melvin, left 
Liverpool with the October company of last year, and our beloved President 
was visibly affected as he took a last glance at her white and tear-stained 
face, her grief being caused more by her anxious care for her husband than 
for her own failing health: Although President Wells said nothing to us, we 
always believed he then had a premonition they would not meet again in this 
life. Since Sister Wells returned home, her letters to her husband have 
been usually cheerful and encouraging, and expressed more solicitude for his 
health than her own, but communications from other members of his family 
gave him but slight hope of her recovery. We do not know that her visit 
(or her mission as she would prefer us to call it) to England had the effect of 
hastening her death, the immediate cause of which seems to have been some- 
thing apart from the weakneas of her lungs from which she suffered in this 
country, though her nervous system must have received a severe shock cal- 
culated to weaken the chords of life, during the stormy passage of sixteen 
days crossing the ocean, in which the steamer, losing her rudder, was W 
about by the merciless winds and waves. 

The sympathies and prayers of the. Saints will be exercised in bebalf pa our 
honored and ‘venerable President, and we are pleased to know that God is 
strengthening and comforting him under his temporary loss. We rejoice in 
the good record our sister has made on earth, and the noble example she hus 
left her family and friends, For Sister Wells herself we can feel no sorrow; 
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the change to her is a glorious one; and as for the loved ones who at present 
mourn her loss, let them be comforted by the thought that she rests from her 


labors, and has only gone a little while before 08. O.

STORMY TIMES IN BELFAST. on 
Belfast, June 12, 1886. 

Dear Brother, No doubt you would 
like to hear something from the seat 
of war. Myself and Brother Clyde, 
with all the Saints, so far as I have 
been able to see them, are safe from 
molestation. God has thus far pre- 
served us, and we have not so much 
as trembled yet in our boots at the 
thought of being mobbed; but I con- 
sider it will be wise just now to be 
very quiet, or rather not heard too 
much in public and ¢eonspicuous places; 
for our friends, who should be, would 
no doubt, like to take advantage of 
the excited condition of the people. 
It would be an easy time to create 
prejudice. against us, 30 I am im- 
pressed to move quite cautiously for 
some time tocome, 
Our out-door prea ing be very 
much interfered with this summer, 
for almost all the business men con- 
sider things will be quite unsettl 
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If it passes quietly, it may secure 
peace again for a short . but I 
see in the r another election. 
This is well calculated to inflame the 
minds of the rough element who 
seem to kuo nothing but what their 
ministers and priests tell them.

We have bad to „ a distance 
around to get into Conway Street for 
several nights, and have endeavored 
to be home as much as possible before 
dark, as all the gas has been turned 
off in the streets in this vicinity. and 
the soldiers stationed to protect the 
police against the mob, who are much 
agitated over their killing so many of 
their friends, most of whom are not 
identified with the rioting, but of 
course should have been at home. 
The community are all censuring the 
polics. I am sorry to see this, for 
they stood much before they com- 
menced, and were run into their bar- 
racks by the mob and shot at out of 
the windows. Of course some bullets 
took effect upon innocent persons; but 
IT am persuaded it is the only way it 
can be stopped, although it seems 
hard. to take life; but the time has 
truly come here when many of this 
people are without any natural affec- 
tion, and are very willing to despise 
those who have a little yet remaining.
